Garret* as Food for Horses. 


A coirespondent of lon^ experience 


calls our attention to the following ex- 
tract from the London J.iue Utoch Jour- 
nal, adding that lie has himself fed car- 
rots to cart and other horses for thirty 
>ears with good results as hundreds of 
others have also done throughout the 
Ka-torn States, and thut he has never 
heard of any injury from their use. 


We do not entirely agree with those 


who maintain that the carrot is the most 
wholesome and nourishing food wnicU 
ran be given to horses. The carrot, says 
/' AgriniUnrr, is excellent when em- 
nlm od as a tonic for old horses in order 
to purify and strengthen the blood, but 
it-. u-,e is dangerous for young horses, 
and especiiilh tor stallions. 
It gives 


them too ninth blood, makes them nerv- 
ous irritable, spiteful or vicious when 
at work, ami predisposes them to apo- 
plectic fits if the> do not take enough 
exercise. 
Geldings and mares might 
not be particularly liable to inconven- 
ience of this nature; nevertheless, m all 
cases carrots should be given with the 
greatest moderation to horses of less 
than ten years of age 
For horses past 


this age they may be 1'armless; and with, 
oats, may constitute a valuable article 
of food. ' Hor,es cat them with avidity 
especially when they are mixed with 
coarse bi an. This diet gives horses new 
blood, which seems to restore their 
youth. 


Unfortunately, the carrot is not to 
be had all the 3 ear round 
We need 


not renret this, however. An article ol 
food the ellect of which is so powerful 
is only valuable when employed for a 
lime 
Its prolonged use is of no good; 


for the body can get accustomed to 
everything, even to the most violent 
medicines 
The carrot might be very 


appropriately called tho regenerator of 
old worn-out horses. 
A horse which 


has been improperly treated, is fatigued, 
thin and exhausted, improves visibly 
when fed upon this generous diet. Hut 
if those who have the care of the animal 
are not careful to let it take regular ex- 
ercise or to take a little blood from it, 
or better still, administer a strong pur- 
o-ative, they will find that, just when the 
Smbonpoint and vigor begin to be no- 
ticeable, the horse is seized with apo- 
plexv and perishes, lust when it ap- 
peared to be completely made over 
again, and fit for work. 


Sew England Forests. 


Thirty years agolhe rine forests of 


Maine were considered inexhaustible, 
and Bangor was the greatest pme-dia- 
Sbuting center on* the continent 
Spruce, which then abounded in all the 
Northeastern forests, was little esteemed 
and rarely out. a»d hemlock not at all.

stood still a short while, then began to 
cucle around the bush, still crying in 
its peculiar tones 
This circling was 


kept up for a while, and then the thrush 
seemed giadually to weaken and at 
Icncrth stood perfectly still—immovable, 
w itTi its wings partly open, and with its 
he.ut bent forward 
He drew nearer to 


the bush, when he heard an ominous 
hiss and, looking down under the plum, 
he saw a large black snake coiled up 
and about to spring upon the bird 
He 


frio-htened the snake away and picked 
u»°tlie bird, which made no effort to es- 
cape, and seemed poweiless. In a few 
minutes, however, the bird revived, and 
shortly afterward flew away.— Peters- 
burg (K« ) iTidix-Appeal.

past and the Pme-Trec State obtains 
much of the pme which it consumes, 
from Canada and Michigan As factors 
in the country's supplj ot lumbei tho 
forests of Maine are not now worth con- 
sideration 
An examination of their 
actual condition, however, shows that 
their future is not without hope, and 
that in no other part ot the country can 
such valuable lessons in forest ec onomy 
be learned. Prof. Sargent in this Bul- 
letm, calls attention to the fact that 
"the sjstem of cutting onlj tho Urpe 
trees and carefully protecting the le- 
mainder prevails in Maine and allows 
the forest to be profitably worked at 
stated periods, varying from fifteen to 
tweuty-tive years." The state of pnblic

munity. Such has been the case m 
Maine. Its great souice of wealth and 
prosperity existed m its forests. 
Ihey 


were fast melting away, and what fires 
and the improvident methods of the old 
<la> s had left became ol such vital im- 
portance to the welfare of the whole 
people that the preservation ot the rem- 
nants became possible 
In Maine for- 


est fires are now of comparatively rare 
occurrence. The entire foiest growth 
is not cutoff, as in the Isorthwestern 
pineries, all trees below a certain sue 
aie allowed to grow for another har- 
vest- and young piiio, which is frceij 
springing up in some parts of the State, 
is carefully watched and gnaided as a 
farm crop.

I have to state 
that cases arise in which it is 
impossible to obtain positive proof 
of the soldier's death, but the pre 
sumption of bis death from causes 
connected with his service is so 
strong as to justify the allowance of 
a claim for pension made on behalf 
of his widow, children or dependent 
relatives When a soldier IB reported 
"missing in action'' under circum- 
stances which lead to the belief that 
he was killed in the battle, a claim 
for pension on his account may prop 
erly be allowed.

m the execution of the pension law

The fioss is 
made by diopping a pumpkin seed m 
every tenth hill, and the pollen cained 
from the pumpkin floweis to the melon 
blo-soms produces the desired result. 
Few ol tin we iiioii«T"l melons have made 
their nfipeamm e in market this year, 
and lliuv him' been rejected, teaching 
growers that city patrons want si/.e, but 
not nt a s.iciilice. of quality.

is, tlie\ are not put down in hermetical- 
ly sealed tans for winter use. They

'hey must be eaten trora the rind, the

About that 
atermelon r,iul there is somewhat of a 
instery. A little is used for throwing

Then everybody will know 
that your name is Johann Gottlieb .hrn- 
\i you cannot mount from the ground, 


lead the horse to a high fonoe, climb np 
on Ihe fence, say "whoa" two or three 
times, and jump over the horse's ears. 
You will light somewhere on his neck, 
and will have plenty of time to adjust 
yourself while tho horse is running 
away. Another method of mounting, 
largely practiced by young gentlemen 
from the city, is to balance yourself on 
one foot on the fence, and point the 
other leg at the horse in the general di- 
rection of the saddle, saying " whoa 
all the time. The horse, after this ges- 
tiue has been repeated a few times, 
backs away, pulls the alleged rider oft 
the fence and walks urj and down the 
lane with him at a rapid gallop. This 
gives the rider, in about ten minutes, 
all the exercise he wants for a week. 


If by &ome miracle you manage to get 


into the saddle, hold on with both 
hands, and say "whoa." The faster 
the horso goes the tighter you must 
hold on, and the louder you must 
"holler." 


If you are from New York or Phila- 


delphia, you will shorten the stirrups 
until yonr kneeo are on a level with 
yonr chin. Then, as you ride you will 
rise to your feet and stand in the alti- 
tude of a man peering over a fence to 
look for his dog, and then suddenly fall 
in the saddle like a man who has 
stepped on a banana peel. This is the 
English school. It is hard on thp horse, 
but i9 considered very graceful. 
A man 


cannot wear false teeth, however, and 
ride in this manner.—Burlmqton Hawl- 
eijr.

For nearly three years Cooper Brown- 


ing, ajoimg farmer near Eili^burg, N. 
J.^ has" been the victim of a series of 
outrages, the perpetrator of which he 
has been unable to discover. H was on 
the night of December 18, 1879, that the 
work of persecution begun. 
A spacious 


well-filled barn was fired some time 
after midnight 
ami burned to tlie 


oroimd. Twenty-live valuable cows - 
iitteen ot them Alderneys ami Guern- 
sey -perished in the Hamos. 
Not<[iiite 


ajctir afterward two Aldemey cows 
gia/.ing in a field near the house were 
cfcerved by a farm-hand to be rolling 
on the ground in great agony. Ten 
minutes later both animals were dead. 
Before Mr. Browning could recover 
from his surprise at the sudden loss live 
more cows had died. No less than ten 
pounds of Paris green were found scat- 
tered broadcast over the pasture.

October, 1881, seven more cows and 
IhirU -five hogs were poisoned to death 
with arsenic. Sympathizing neighbors 
did everything in their power to help 
him, and ho is prosperous again, and
